A Wentinyed 
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THE BUILDING OF A CITY. 


BRITISH EMPIRE EXHIBITION, . 
. ’AS IT-IS TO-DAY. 


—o 
A correspondent writes as followa:— 

‘No man of imagination can visit Wembloy 
Park, the site of the British Empire Exhibi- 
tion, and como away without an impression 
of wonder and awe at so vast a preparation. 
Rather a great city than an’ Exhibition 
seoms to be in building; a city of, great 
pavilions, with gardens, avenues of shops, 
theatres, restaurants, all dominated by a yust 
and splendid edifice, the Empire Stulium, 


f which surely should rank as a wonder of the 


world, 

Already the work is so far advanced that 
it is posible to realise what the completed 
Exhibition will be like. T came in. by the 
north entrance, and, as I stood on the site 
ofthe great gates, 1 could already see the 
wide colonnades of shops curving to-Kast 
and West. This great semi-circle will 
incidentally pruvido a covered way. from tho 
north entrance into the two main British 
buildings, the Machinery” Hall on the left 
and tho Industrial Hall on the right. It 
encloses sunk garden, nnd across the grass 
and ‘flowers ono's sight ‘will travel to the 
Grand. Avenue between the two great halls, 
stright on and up to the Stadium ou the 
hill to the south. : . 5 

UNITED KINGDOM ILALLS. en 

The.Machinery Hal! and the Industrial 
Hall ure more than half finished. Both are 
to be ready by August 11th. On pillared 
brick foundations ‘tho reinforced conereto 
floors have been Inid, the main pillars are 
up, and most ofthe stanchions and rein: 
forced" concrete roof trusses’ have been 
erected. Ono skylight I noticed alreaily 
in position. These two magnificently de- 
signed buildings together cover thore than’ 
25 ancres,—the floor space is 1,111,000 
aq. ft.—and tive full-gaugo railway tracks 
have -been laid in the Machinery Hall, 
which, with the help of over-heid travel- 
ling cranes, will make tho placing in posi- 
tion of. even the heaviest machinery m 
comparntively easy task. One line runs 
also into the {ndustrial Ha!l—an important 
fact for exhibitors who @ear that tho hand- 
ling which is an inevitable feature of most 
exhibitions must frequently lead to damage 
and delay. : 

So much hendway has been made that one 
is left with the impresyion that everything 
must be finished well in advance of the 
scheduled time, and the jcremiads of the 
habitual pessimists, who persistently mur- 
mur that it “can’t be: ready,” presumably 
beeause “nothing ever is when it ought te 
be,” suddenly sound comic. Thess gentle- 
men have perhaps never been to Wembley 
since the golf links were tho chief feature of 
tho landscape. 


THE GREAT STADIUM. 

Idid not stay long in these two ‘halls, 
imposing though they are. I learned—and 
nuarvelled—that the main roof spans in cach 
are 75 £t. wide, and all the others as much as 
50. With one eye on’ the stadium, and as 
soon as my guide could be persuaded, we left 
them all behind. a insane, 

It is difficult to describo this huge arena, 
because no other building in the world is 

nite like it. Ono gazes, and wonders .if all 

embley ia nok bars of a dream: if ono has 
not been magically transported through time 
to some palace of Atluntean giants. :

changing rooms, rooms with shower baths 
and plunge baths. - There.is said to he 
ample accommodation fur over s thousand 
athletes, and Lean well believe it. Then [ 
‘stepped put at last behind the Royal Box and 
caught sight of the Arena itself; 


220 YARDS WITHOUT CORNERS. 

The tirst iuprestion is.of a flat oval 
stretch of startlingly perfect grecn: green 
that would take the brush of Augustus 
John to depict it. adeqnately. Gardeners

“Warren”! | The 

President in the White Hogsy is having a 

sad time getting himself across to the poo- 

ple who have yanked him on toa pedestal 

and coated him with n plating of austerity 
~ becauso he has vast power. If they only 

would think of him as Warren! : 

Tho argument is that President ‘Harding 
Was used to this sort of unconventional treat- 
ment for thirty years in Ohio, and that ho 
consequently feels ill at ease whon addressed 
as if he were a statue-on a pedestal in a public 
}park. ‘The old customs of Marion are still 


close to his heart. Eo would like to have the |. 


“bunch “drop in freely and sit by the fire 
with him to smokerand talk over tho affairs 
of tho nation and the world. As an cditor he 
used tobe glad to get the opinion of “the 
boys,” and as President he often feels, if we 
may believe Mr. White, a longing fer thg old 
intimacies and conventionalitics of inter- 
course with plain folksin undress, Ifevery- 
boily would only call him “ Warren !” : 

Doubtless there is something in this 
point of view wich appeals to 1 common 

‘Amevicuin trait. -{t-was pictured by Lowell 
when hedescribel “the largelimbed Goth” 
of our Western States as a man who delight- 
ed to trample upon dignities, and who would 
slap Caesar's self upon the back and cull 
him “Old Hoss.” But there are deeper in- 
stincts and feelings of the American people 
which go counter ‘to this impulse of rude 
and brush it away in. tho 
presence of our highest officinls. We really 
don’t like to think of them as just ordinary 
men snatched out the street to be plaecd 
temporarily ins great position, Reverence 
for it is easily transferred to its occupant. 
Americans do not want their Presidents to 
lack ‘dignity, at least in public. A proper 
idealizing motive makes us all desire to sea 
an olovated and distinguished bearing go 
with distinguished office. There is .un 
.old distinction which Coleridge pointed 
eut between’ “popularizing”-and “plobific- 
ating.” It is all very well for » President 
to be simple and jovial und hail-fellow- 
well-mot when in slippered ense* with, his 
friends in private, but it would be fatal to 
his authority and injuriods to his oftice if 
he did not display or assume the grand 
manner when, in the public eye.’ 

We have to consider in this matter what 
the people ‘look. to the President’to do. 
He hus to represent the nation. This 
cannot be done in any down-nt-the-heel 
way. He is expecta to furnish watch- 
words of political action und to ‘exert 
leadership, Success ‘in either of those 
functions is' impossible to a President who 
could be clainied by the vulgar as just one 
of themselves, Mr. William Allen White 
hus written an. entertaining .. if 
what quizzical article, endeavouring.to. show 

jthat tho. common man is best fitted to 
tackle =the uncommon ~ .jub, but; his 
fundamental principle is unsownd. The 
‘ people are glad to think of Mr. Harding 
us an unpretentious, kindly and. friend] 

man, but they would, resent. it keenly if 
everybody tovk.to calling bim “Warren.”

A VIEW OF THE RUBBER ° 
SITUATION. : 


We have heanl, says the Strudts Temes that, 
because rubber is below 65 cents, pessimism 
}is creeping over a considerable part of tho |
